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ADVISORY ACTION 



Applicant contends that structural differences in fucoidans lead to differences in physiological 
activity. This is followed by a comparison of the structure of the fucoidans derived from K. 
crassifolia and F. vesiculosus. The examiner notes that while these fucoidans do have somewhat 
different structures, they have the same therapeutic activity. See example 6 and Fig. 13 of the 
instant specification. The examiner also takes note of Applicant's general discussion of 
fucoidans at the paragraph bridging pages 7 and 8. It is further noted that the claim does not 
require a specific structure, as "a fucoidan derived from Kjellmaniella crassifolia and/or a 
degradation product thereof" (Emphasis added) 

Applicant contends that LION teaches away from the instant method because two of the 
fucoidans tested do not have good activity as allergy inhibitors. However ten other fucoidans 
tested do have this activity. Applicant is reminded that perfect predictability is not required, and 
the examiner maintains that one of ordinary skill would reasonably expect that it would be more 
likely than not that a particular fucoidan would also have this activity. Applicant has 
demonstrated no unexpected result with this particular fucoidan.
